Without any tangible clew what­ 
ever, Sheriff Cavitt was today look­ 
ing for the supposedly insane man 
who late Saturday night 
or 
early 
Sunday morning 
fright fully 
heat 
Mrs. Orlando Plummer, age eighty- 
one years, at her home 
in Jersey 
City, where she lives alone, and then 
threw a feather bed over her body 
alter she had -ast consciousness, ap­ 
parently believing that he had killed 
her. 
Although the injuries were very 
serious for one of her age, it was 
stated today 
that 
Mrs. 
Plummer 
would most 
likely 
recover 
unless 
some unforseen complication arose. 
Mrs. Plummer’s neek was swollen 
and bruised from attempts by the in­ 
truder to strangle her. 
Her right eye 
was swollen shut by a blow from the 
man’s fist. 
The flesh was torn from 
her face by blows and from scratch­ 
es by the 
man’s 
fingernails. 
Her 
mouth was torn and bleeding when 
the man tried to insert a gag in her 
mouth to prevent her screaming. 
When her eye was dressed yester­ 
day evening, there was 
still 
some 


blood flowing, hut it is not believed 
that she will lose the sight of 
her 
eye. 
The shock was very severe for 
a woman as old as she, but today she 
was rallying from it wonderfully. 
Rut for the fact that she has re­ 
markable vitality and 
fought 
the 
crazy man off viciously, Mrs. Plum­ 
mer would have been killed, is the 
belief of many 
people. 
Although 
one of her arms 
is 
crippled, Mrs. 
Plummer gave a good account of 
herself when Hit* man attacked her. 
It 
has been the custom of Mrs. 
Plummer to leave a light burning in 
Hie room adjoining the one in which, 
she sleeps. 
Slit* always leaves the 
door between the two rooms ajar so 
that the light shines in her room. 
Hometime 
either 
late 
Saturday 
night or early 
Sunday 
morning— 
Mrs. Plummer has no exact knowl­ 
edge of the time— Mrs. Plummer was 
awakened by something. 
She no­ 
ticed that her room was as dark as 
a dungeon and her first 
inference 
was that the light had blown out She 
had no intimation anyone was in the 
room. 
She could not tell that 
Hu* 
door was closed, as she 
afterward 
learned it was. 
Mrs. Plummer had 
no 
sooner 
stood on her feet than she w a s sud­ 
denly attacked by the 
man. 
She 
fought him off as long as she could 
and screamed out to him that if it 
was money he wanted, she 
would 
tell him where it was if he would just 
leave her alone. 
She pleaded 
with 
him and offered to give him all she 
had. 
Mrs. Plummer told neighbors that 
she had a sum of money in a bureau 
drawer in the room where she slept. 
But her pleas for mercy brought no 
response from the man. 
lie 
con­ 
tinued to beat her until 
she 
was 
knocked over on the bed. 
What the man did to her after she 


lost consciousness 
will 
doubtless 
never he known, but it is 
probable 
that lie tried to strangle her. 
The 
black and blue marks on her neck 
indicated that he had used 
great 
strength in an effort to choke her to 
death. 


Nothing in the house was disturb­ 
ed, so it appears that robbery could 
not possibly have been the reason 
for the murderous attack. 
If it had 
been it is very likely that the person 
would have stopped when she offer­ 
ed to give him her money. 


Mrs. Plummer regained her senses 
about lour o’clock, but did not at­ 
tempt to arouse the neighbors for 
fear the man was still in the house. 
She waited until the break of dav 
and then managed, in some way, to 
iret acros.N the street to the home of 
a neighbor, 
Airs. 
Ida 
Wilkinson 
where she related the story. 


Mrs. Plummer’s face was bleedinfe, 


blood was iu her hair, her eye was 
beginning to swell and her neek bore 
evidence of the attempts to strangle 
her. 
When neighbors went to her 
house, they found further evidence 
of the struggle. 
Blood 
from 
her 
wounds had fallen on the bed cloth­ 
ing. 


Although their s u s p ic io n s have not 
been directed any certain way, many 
people confessed tlint it did appear 
the brute who beat her w a s aware 
of the fact that she was alone. But 
she has been living by herself only a 
few days and it is declared 
that 
very few people knew that. 
A 
girl 
had been staying at her home until 
last week. 
A family was coming to 
live with her this week. 


The authorities and 
others 
who 
are acquainted with the facts 
can 
not account for the acts of the man 
unless he was insane. 
The robbery 
theory is blasted by the refusal of 
the man to stop heating her when she 
offered him her valuables 
and by 
the fact that nothing was disturbed 
after she was rendered unconscious. 


It is counted 
possible, 
however, 
that the person, whoever he may 
have been feared that if he allowed 
her to remain conscious, she 
might 
raise an alarm when he escaped with 
the money and there would be danger 
of him being caught. 
And since he 
did not touch the money, it is pointed 
that Ik* might have lea red! Hi at he had 
Idled her and wanted t<> get away 
before he was caught. 
To substan­ 
tiate the robbery theory, 
it is re­ 
called that there was a wild 
west 
show in Rushville Saturday and that 
there was an unusually rough crowd 
with it. 


Most persons feel, however, that it 
was the act of a crazy man. 
Mrs. 
Plummer says that she lias not an 
enemy in the world and that she can 
not account for the attack. The idea 
that a drunken man would make such 
an attack without reason is scouted. 


Mrs. Plummer is the widow of Or­ 
lando Plummer, who h a s been dead 
about four years. 
She lives in the 
house which was erected in Jersey 
City by Charles A. Frazee. 
it is the 
first house to the right on the west 
road entering Jersey City from the 
north. 


Just Year Ago Masonic Home 
and 


Capp’s House Burned to Ground 


in a Few Hours. 


JU LY 20 IN 1913 WAS SUNDAY 


Within Twelve Months New Temple 


and New Residence is Built and 


About Ready For Entrance.

Today, the first anniversary of the 
Masonic Temple lire, a new Masonic 
Temple far better than the one de­ 
voured hv the flames is rearing its 
head up out of the ruins. 


Many j>ersons today recalled that 
a year ago this morning (last year 
July 20 fell on Sunday) at two-fif­ 
teen o’clock, the tin* was discovered 
by Night watchman Sullivan 
in the 
Jackson grocery store, the 
second 
room from tin* north side of the Ma- 
sonie Temple. 


The night watchman first thought 
the fire was in the room of the Capp 
Plumbing company and he awaken­ 
ed Albert Capp, who 
lived 
in the 
house adjoining. 
A search 
of the 
Capp place was made and 
no fire 
was found. 
Then it was discovered 
that the blaze was in the back end 
of the Jackson store and an alarm 
was sounded. 


Largely because of the 
lack 
of 
pressure, the Masonic 
Temple 
a> 
well as the Capp home on the 
lot 
north of the Temple were burned to 
the ground. 
The reason for the ab­ 
sence of fire pressure was never fully 
explained although the city council 
held a public investigation. 
In some 
manner which will probably never be 
known, it was asserted at the time 
that the water all escaped from the 
reservoir and that it was impossible 
to get a fire pressure. 


It is significant, too, that it was 
just a year ago that the same 
fire 
destroyed the Capp homestead and 
today Mr. and Mrs. Frank and fam­ 
ily were preparing to move into their 
palatial home which has just been 
completed. 


The new Masonic Temple is 
far 
more costly than tin* one it replaces 
and it is a much larger and better 
looking building. 
The work is being 
rushed to complete the south room 


so that the postoffice can get into its 
new quarter,^ by tin* first 
of 
next 
month. 
Interior work on the two 
rooms north of it to he occupied 
by the Princess theater 
and 
the 
Capp Plumbing company 
has 
not 
been started yet. 
Work 
is 
being 
pushed on the second story, however, 
so that the Masons will be able to get 
into their home as soon a s possible. 


The new post office will he 
more 
pretentious than ever before. 
The 
new fixtures are about all installed. 
The post office was arranged in ac­ 
cordance with the wishes 
of 
the 
postoffice officials so that every con­ 
venience for the public as well as for 
(he employes, to make possible the 
fastest handling of the mail, has been 
arranged. There will 
he 
additional 
windows for all classes and kinds of 
mail and Postmaster G. P. Hunt will 
have a private office. 
The back end 
of the office is so arranged that the 
postoffice employes will bo entirely 
separated from the public 
and can 
not be interferred with in any way. 
The greatest mystery prevails 
to 
this day concerning what became of 
the fire pressure the morning of Hie 
fire. 
There was a mix-up in orders. 
It was later developed in the inquiry 
and in newspaper interviews that or­ 
ders had been given by Mayor B. A. 
Black to use the fire engine in case 
of fire because the water had been 
shut out of the mains while a hy­ 
drant was being moved at the corner 
Contlaued on Page 8.

of Her Experience When S. S. 


California Hits Rocks.

Ong of 
Columbus, 
granddaughter 
of 
the 
late Prof. 
David Graham and well known and 
related here, who was with the Rush- 
ville party of school teachers aboard 


the S . S . California when she hit the 
rocks off the northern coast of Ire­ 
land June 20, has written her par­ 
ent" of her experiences. She says in 
part : 
Suddenly, at 8:45 o’clock p. m., the 
boat grounded as though it were run- 
ning on a sand or gravel bar, arid 
stopped. 
There had not been enough 
jolt to throw us off o u r feet, and we 
were not alarmed, but leaned over 
the side, trying to see. 


1 had the idea that we had run 


on to a sand bar, and by reversing the 
engines, we might pull off. However, 
nine of the passengers came running 
to say that we could see land from 
the o th e r side of the boat, and surely 
enough, breakers were running up on 
to a beach a 
very short 
distance 
away. 


There was no panic, no screaming 
and very little 
commotion 
on the 
promenade deck, where we were. Or­ 


d e rs came immediately, however, tell­ 
ing us to go to our 
rooms, 
finish 
packing, put on our wraps and re­ 
turn to the decks. 
We did this as 
fast as we could, and although none 
of us seemed to feel frightened, there 
wasn’t much said. 


We waited, sometimes sitting and 
talking in the smoking room on the 
upper deck, sometimes walking the 
look. 
The tide was going out and 
we could sec the shore nearer still— 
while some people had lighted big 
bonfires upon the beach, which look­ 
ed good to us. 
It did not get dark until after 10 


<1 olook. 
At 11 o’clock we were told 
o go down to the saloon for coffee 
tnd sandwiches-— which most of us 
lid. 
At 12 o’clock they brought up 
raokers and cheese and told us that 
the Uassiindra was at anchor near­ 
by and we would not he transferred 
till dawn. 
’They suggested that 
we 
go to bed, but you can imagine that 
nobody went. 
It was surprising how calm and 
practical everyone was. 
We simply 
waited. 
It began to grow light about 
2 o’clock a. m. and by 2:45 it was 
daylight. 
At 3 o’clock wc were told 
get into the life-belts 
Still there 
was no commotion. 
One rather ex- 
itable woman walked up and down 
the deck, praying, but if anyone else 
prayed they did it silently. 
Nobody 
seemed panic 
stricken. 
We 
even 
made fun of the way we looked with 
those funny looking things on out- 
ide our wraps. The sea looked calm 
enough and it didn’t occur to us that 
there would he any greater danger in 
the boats. 
About a quarter to four we got 
over the rail into the boats. 
All of 
our party kept together (they had 
passed the word that families should 
keep together 
and that 
husbands 
must stay with their wives). 
In the 
same boat 
with us were two 
men 
from Elizabeth, N. J., whom we knew 
well, and whom we knew well, and 
who helped row. 
I should say that 
in all there were about thirty pas­ 
sengers in our boat, besides the oars­ 
men. 
I thought we should never reach 
the water, but we did, and when we

been told by Officer Romaine of the 
local police force, who saw the girl's 
body in Urbana. 


“ Romaine saw the 
body,” 
said 
Winters. 
“ He said the girl had flax­ 
en hair. 
My Catherine’s hair was 
much darker than that. 
There is 
nothing to the story.” 


Winters said Romaine had known 
his daughter and that the officer said 
positively it was not the 
body 
of 
Cartherine. 


I)r. Winters 
said 
Romaine 
told 
him he (Romaine) knew the man who 
had placed the body in the receiving 
vault. 
‘*1 asked 
Romaine; 
Why 
didn’t 
you get that man?” said 
Winters, 
“ and he told me he w a s authorized 
only to see the body 
and 
return 
home, 
lie saw the 
body 
Saturday 
and returned here. 
I think he has 
returned again to Urbana.” 
Asked who was paying Romaine’s 
expenses, Dr. Winters said: 
“ 1 am paying part of them, but 1 
don’t know who is paying the rest. 
1 think it is one of tlie ‘tin-badge’ 
detectives who has been working on 
the case.” 
Winters said he doubted whether 
Burns o p e ra tiv e s w e re interested on 
the case. 
“ You will find it is some more of 
these ‘tin-badge’ detectives trying to 
get me in had,” declared Dr. Winters. 
“ Catherine alive? 
Sure she is,” 
was his emphatic assertion. 
“ She will he brought back to me 
again possibly very soon.” 
Winters said if 
lie had enough 
brains h i would go erazy. 
“ I feel that I would surely

crazy because of the operations of 
these ‘tin badge’ detectives, if I had! 
brains enough,” lie said. 
“ I shall file charges against John 
Wallace, another amateur Nick Car­ 
ter.

Wallace asserts that he did 
not

Romaine returned to Ur­ 
bana today. 
Romaine does not agree with Dr. 
Winters that the body of

girl 
found at Urbana is not Catherine’s, 
lie is not sure that it is. 
Romaine 
savs that the hair on the body is not 
very light, but he says 
physicians 
told him that if a child’s hair were 
once dark and turned a much lighter 
color, it would

Two Burns Detectives Say Corpse 


Was Shipped From Newcastle to 


Florida and Then to Urbana.

Urbana, III., July 20.— Sheriff Da­ 
vis today positively declared that the 
body of Catherine W in t e r s , the miss­ 
ing Newcastle, Ind., child, had been 
dug from the potters’ field here. 


Two detectives who said they were 
Burns men arrived

ago, convinced t he sheriff and cor­ 
oner that they had valuable evidence 
and told of a 
body that 
had been 
shipped from Newcastle to a Florida 
town and reshipped here. 


Undertaker 
Guy 
Stewart 
was 
found. 
He 
said a 
stranger had 
brought the little girl’s body to him 
and asked that it lie laid in the re­ 
ceiving vault, saying that “ someone 
would come along in a few days and 
claim it.” 


After waiting a year for a claim­ 
ant, the body was 
removed to the 
potters’ field. 


Immediately after the body was 
exhumed last night, the two detec­ 
tives, accompanied by Sexton Brown, 
who saw the stranger, left for New­ 
castle, saying they wanted Brown to 
identify a Newcastle man. 
It was 
not until early today that the visit 
was learned of. 


Undertaker Stewart 
said 
today 
that he had identified the man who 
brought him the body in April, 1013 
as Nick Larry of Urbana, a well-to- 
do retired farmer, about forty-two. 
When Larry brought tin* casket to 
Stewart, the undertaker said he ex­ 
plained he had been living for a time 
in Florida. 


Stewart gave the hardest blow to 
the theory that the body is that of 
the Winters girl when he 
declared 
tin* casket he received co u ld not have 
been more than two and a half feet 
long which would 
have 
been 
too 
short to have received the body of 
the ten-year-old girl. 
Sexton Brown returned today from 
Newcastle hut secluded himself and 
could not he 
induced to

statement. 
Other cemetery officials 
made light of the whole affair. 
Coroner ITanmore had not decided 
up to noon whether to call an i n q u e s t 
of the g irl buried here.
